Testimony of Lieutenant of John UL. 
Power’s Company Shows Goebel’s 
Assassination Was Well 
Planned. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

GEORGETOWN, Ky., July 23.—John Rick- 
etts, second-lieutenant of John L. Powers’ 
company of mountaineers, was the first wit- 
ness introduced this morning at the trial 
of Caleb Powers. He said: 

“T was at Frankfort when Goebel was 
shot. Went there with the crowd from the 
mountains on Jan. 25. Met Henry E. Yout- 
sey on Saturday, 27th. He told me that 
Goebel was going to be put out of the way. 
Said he had a hundred dollars, and that 
would get men to do the work. He said it 
had been fixed to shoot Goebel from the 
executive building. Saw Youtsey on the 
morning Goebel was shot. He rushed into 
the Agricultural building where about 30 
men from Knox, Harlan and Whitley Coun- 
ties were sitting by the fire. 

***Al]l of you men come with me.’ he said. 
Some 10 or 12 got up and followed him into 
the executive building. He placed us at the 
foot of the stairway, told us to wait until 
a man joined us and then all go out to- 
gether. Youtsey went on through the hall- 
way and I left the crowd and went to a 
house back of the capital grounds. That 
was about 20 minutes before Goebel was 
shot. After Goebel was shot Capt. John 
Davis came running over to tell us to get 
our guns. We went up to .ne executive 
bullding and joined a crowd of 30 or 45 men 
around the door to keep the police out of 
the executive building.

SHAKE UP IN 


MANAGEMENT 


Special Street Railway Strike 
Committee Reorganized. 


LEON GREENBAUM’S REPORT. 


OBJECT IS TO REAWAKEN INTER- 
EST IN THE STRIKE. 


Stated That Business Methods Were 
Not Followed by the Old Commit- 
tee, and That Money Was 
Not Judiciously Spent. 


At a meeting of the Central Trades and 
Labor Union held Sunday afternoon at 
Walhalla Hall, the special street railway 
strike committee of fifty was discharged 
from further duty. The committee was re- 
organized, and now the work is entrusted 
to a committee of five, three of whom 
have been appointed by the Central Trades 
and Labor Union and the remaining two 
members will be selected Monday night 
by the striking street railway men. 

The new officers of the committee are: 
A. W. Morrison, chairman; Leon Green- 
baum, secretary and treasurer, and J. J. 
Hunt, financial secretary. 

The discharge of the old committee and 
reorganization of the new came in the na- 
ture of a surprise to the union and also 
to the committee itself. It was brought 


about by a report filed at the meeting by 
Leon Greenbaum. he other officers and 
members of the committee did not know 
that such a report had been prepared. Mr. 
Greenbaum’'s report was in the form of a 
resolution and it follows in full: 


Whereas, The delegates of the Central Trades 
and Labor Union who are members of the special 
street railway strike committee are eo actively en- 
gaged in the labor movement that many of them 
have been unable to attend three successive meet- 
ings, and on two meetings out of the first five the 
committee has been unable to muster a quorum on 
account of absenteeism; and, 

Whereas, The business of said committee has 
been and ia being conducted by a few of the mem- 
bers thereof, who have unexpectedly had sudden and 
large responsibilities thrust upon them without re- 
gard to previous expertence, which has ended in 
results that are mortifying when compared to the 
objects set forth in the resolution adopted by this 
body on June 10; and, ; 

Whereas, This condition of affairs is unsatisfac- 
tory to many members of the special street railway 
strike committee, disappointment with the results 
of the committee's work is general and natural, 
and the present critical stage of the strike demands 
a vigorous and heroic effort to immediately revive 
the agitation, popularize the boycott, provide ad- 
ditional horses and wagons and increase the moneys 
in the relief fund of the Street Railway Union; 

Therefore, in order to bring about these desirable 
results, be it . 

Resolved, By the Central Trades and Labor Union 
of St. Louls and vicinity, that a reorganization of 
the spectal street railway strike committee be made 
immediately, as follows: 

1. That the members of the present special strike 
committee of 50 be and are hereby honorably dis- 
charged from the further performance of thelr du- 
ties, and that the thanks of the Central Trades and 
Labor Union be and are hereby extended to them 
for the cfforta they have made in behalf of the 
striking street railway men. 

2. On and after thie date the special street rail- 
way strike committee of the trades unions of St. 
Louis shall consist of five members, including a 
chairman, secretary-treasurer and one member who 
shall be immediately elected by this body, and two 
members who shall be elected by the executive 
board of Division No. 131 of the Amalgamated As- 
sociation. One of the members of the special 
strike committee elected hy said executive board 
of Division No. 131, and to be designated by them, 
must be a capable and experienced judge of the 
value of horses, mules, wagons, harness, ete.: and 
he, together with the chairman of the special strike 
comnmittee, shal! act as purchasing agents under 
the direction of said special strike committee. 

3. The special strike committee shall meet not 
less than twice in one week, and it may allot the 
monoys received to the bus line, to the atrikers’ 
relief fund, to the agitation and boycott, or in 
Whatsoever manner it deems it can accomplish the 
most direct and immediate good. 

4. The chairman of the committee shall have gen- 
eral supervision over its work; shall see that the 
same is done systematically; shall act as purehas- 
ing agent, as hereinbefore provided for: shall eign 
vouchers, together with the secretary-treasurer 
(when authorized by the committee), shall invent 
plans and methods of winning the strike, to be 
submitted to the full committee; shall represent 
and speak for the committee at public meetings 
fo encourage the people, and he shall make a fre- 
port to this body at its regular meetings, covering 
the manner in which he has discharged his duties. 

5. The secretary-treasurer shall be required to 
have a thorough knowledge of bookeeping. He shall 
maintain an accurate and true account of moneys 
received and expended, shall sign vouchers to- 
gether with the chairman (when authorized by the 
committee), shall keep the minutes of tha com- 
mittee, shall be the custodian of the moneys, pa- 
pers and books of the committee, subject to their 
inspection or the auditing committee hereinafter 
provided for; shall within one week after election 
mail the appeal indorsed by Samuel (iompers, to- 
gether with a personal letter addressed to the sec- 
retary of each state, central and loeal union of 
each organization comprised in the American Fed- 
eration of Labor; shall hire assistance ff necessary. 
giving preference, if he can economically do so, to 
the unemplored members of the street milwar 
union; shall issue literature having a special bear- 
ing on the strike, subject to the approval of the 
special strike committee; shall keep an account of 
the horses, wagons, ete., purchased and operated 
by the committee, and shall make a report to this 
body, at its regular meetings, covering the manner 
in which he has discharged his duties 

6. An anditing committee of three members shall 
be immediately elected by this boxy, who shall

He Is the Employe of the Transit Co.

Judge Clark asked in a loud voice trom 
the bench if this was the understanding. 
Havill, who stood before the bar, nodded 
his head energetically in assent. Attorney 
Clover also bobbed his head and in !ess 
time than it takes to tell about it Havill 
was a free man. 

He left the court room in haste and had 
disappeared from the Four Courts build- 
ing before any one knew that he was ho 
longer a prisoner. 

Attorney Clover was explicit in telling the 
Post-Dispatch that he wanted it understood 
that the $200 fine paid in the cases in which 
bis client had confessed guilt had been 
furnished by Capt. Frank Havill, clerk of 
the Court of Appeals for the Southern Dis- 
trict of Illinois, the prisoner's father.

TESTIMONY OF WITNESSES WHO 
ACCOMPANIFD HIM TO KANSAS, 


JESTER ACTED STRANGELY, 


Had With Him Property Which Cor- 


responds With That Owned 
by Gates. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW LONDON, Mo., July 23.—The third 
week of the trial of Alexander Jester for 
the murder 
this morning at 9 o'clock with A. M. Mar- 
tin of Indiana on the witness stand. He 
accompanied Jester and the Street party 
from Indiana to Valley Center, Kan., @ 
years ago. The witness swore that he first 
met Jester on the streets of Webster, Ind. 
Hie made arrangements to meet Jester at 
Indianapolis, Ind., and accompany him 
overland to the Jester farm near Wichita, 
Kan. ‘ 

The witness described their journey 
through the states and the property Jester 
had, much of which corresponds with the 
property of Gilbert Gates. At some point 
on the journey, he thought it was between 
Fort Scott and Unionton, Kan., Jester 
burned up a trunk. This is supposed te 
have been the trunk belonging to the miss- 
ing Gates. 

R. V. Martin, also of Indiana, testified 
that he accompanted Jester and the Street 
party from Indiana to Kansas. He saw 
Jester burn a trunk on the route while in 
Kansas. He had never seen the trunk until 
it was on the fire. He was impressed with 
Jester’'s demeanor, being so reserved and 
guarded in what he said. The witness at 
first stated that ‘Jester acted as if he 
done something that was bearing heavily 
on his mind.’ Counsel for the defense ob- 
st tate to this and the objection was sus- 
tained. 

Joseph H. Thompson of Richmond, Ind., 
testifies that Jester stopped at his home in 
Isjl and stayed there for something ike a 
week, He had two teama, and when asked 
where he got the bay team said he “dick- 
cred for It from a young fellow who was 
travei'ing with him.”

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RECOVERING THE HORSE 

Chairman John T. Wilson of the Citizens’ Arbitration Com- 
mittee says in the Sunday Post-Dispatch that the commit- 
tee will become the chief instrument of a movement for good 
municipal government, 

If the citizens of St. Louis had locked the barn door before 
the horse was stolen their wisdom would have shown itself 
infinitely richer. 

The strike, with all its costly consequences, is traceable to 
the neglect of citizens—most of them good citizens—to place 
the city and-state in the hands of trustworthy servants. 

The strike would never have occurred had it not been for 
the consolidation of the street railways, except one, into one 
huge monopoly. This was made possible by the ignorance 
and corruption in the Municipal Assembly and the State 
Legislature. The Legislature and the governor created the 
monopoly by direct and explicit act. The strike followed as 
a matter of course. 

To recover the stolen franchises and annul the corruptly 
procured consolidation law is now the task. After the les- 
son of the past three months citizens absorbed in their pri- 
vate affairs ought to see that a little attention to public ma- 
ters is necessary for the perfect protection of their personal 
interests.

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SAVING BABIES’ LIVES. 


The Chicago Health Department has just issued a new 
edition of what is known as its ‘baby circular,” giving ad- 
vice ta mothers on the care of child life during hot weather. 
The circular has been widely distributed during the past 
four years, at the opening of each heat term, with the re- 
sult that over 12,000 babies’ lives have been saved. The cir- 
cular is printed in every language spoken in Chicago. This 
is useful work that every large city might well undertake. 

Among the instructions in the Chicago circular is the fol- 
lowing “Don’t be afraid of giving the baby a drink of water. 
It néeds water as much as milk, Thirst causes more needless 
suffering to babies than anything else. Give the baby a 
drink. But be sure the water is pure, either by having been 
boiled or filtered.” 

To this might be added: ‘Do all that is possible to keep 
your milk sweet. Put all pitchers or bottles containing it 
back in the ice box imediately after using what is needed. 
Milk that is ‘on the turn’ is a deadly poison to young infants.” 

Save the babies; the grown persons can take care of them- 
selves. 
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Mayor Harrison of Chicago is evidently one of the “plain 
people,” as his schedule of personal property, returned to 
the assessor, states that he has no watch, no piano, no horse 
and no carriage. Perhaps some of the mayors of other cities 
are equally unassuming. 
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DISCRIMINATION IN TAXATION, 


A revenue system by which industry is taxed and a man 
made to pay for his personal liberty while privileges are 
allowed to go practically scot free violates one of the basic 
principles and piimary maxims of taxation—equality. 

The McCann case brings out this discrimination and in- 
equality in glaring colors. Without labor no man can live. 
To tax it is to lower the plane of life and discourage indus- 
try. To tax a privilege is to require compensation for a 
value granted by the state. 

If either should be exempt, surely it should be labor. Yet 
it is contended that privileges and franchises should enjoy 
the exemption. 

The only righteous basis of taxation is that which appor- 
tions the burden according to benefits received from the 
state. Measured by this criterion equality requires a very 
small tax, if any, from labor. While a privilege, or a fran- 
chise, should bear the greatest load. 

McCann's protest emphasizes the need of a franchise tax. 
Corporations holding valuable privileges and enjoying a 
natural monoply should certainly be made to pay for what 
they get and pay what it is worth. To discriminate in their 
favor is not only to do injustice to individuals, but to dis- 
courage trade and deprive the state of revenue by diverting 
@ public value to private pockets. 

The pamphlets and leaflets advertising the cause of Eng-

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ENFORCING ECONOMIES. 


“One hundred and one car loads of bananas, valued at 
more than $60,000, have been destroyed in Illinois towns in 
close proximity to St. Louis within the last two days in order 
that the Banana Trust might maintain present prices.” 

Is this one of the trust economies of which we hear go 
much? 

Could no other way be found to maintain prices? There 
are thousands of little children in St. Louis to whom the 
price of bananag is of no consequence. They cannot get them 
at any price. Had the trust brought this surplus into the 
city and distributed the fruit among the needy, who do not 
affect the market, it would have served the purpose of 


etonomies. Prices would have been maintained.

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VERTICAL PENMANSHIP. 


A writer in a New York newspaper congratulates the folks 
on the end of tne ‘‘vertical penmanship fad.” 

His objection to it is that it is not natural. He talks about 
the parallelogram of forces and other fine things which 
have a great deal to do with penmanship. It is this wise: 

“In the ordinary writing, with the hand resting on the hypo- 
thendar eminence, and pivoted on the tips of the ring and little 
fingers, some muscles of the hand and the forearm produce a 
horizontal location to the right, while the flexor and entensor 
muscles of the fingers have a vertical motion. The resultant 
of these two is a slant to the right, etc. 

Isn't that convincing? A man who can talk so easily about 
paralleograms, and hypothenar eminences and extensor mus- 
cles must know all about penmanship. 

Nevertheless, the vertical style of penmanship is not com- 
ing to an end, and won't while readers of manuscripts have 
energy to protest against a reversion to the old style, which 
is so “natural” and so often undecipherable. 

It will be a fatal mistake if the President shall not 
summon Congress at once. Every dictate of legal 
obligation and of political and public expediency de- 
mands that the imperialism now exhibitedin our 
movements in China shall be halted by the constitu- 
tional authority of the Republic.—New York Times.

The Dewey slot machine, one of the latest 
of the automatic gambling devices supplied 
to barrooms, is furnishing a new ‘‘yraft”’ 
for swindiers. Within the past week at 
least five of these machines have been 
hauled away in a wagon from St. Louis 
saloons by a tall, slim, smooth-faced young 
man and another young man of low stat- 
ure with a dark moustache. ; 

Last Thursday morning about 6:30 o'clock 
these two men called at the barroom of H. 
W. Harris, familiarly known as “Pop” Har- 
ris, in the Equitable Building, and told the 
pe Sener that they had come after the 
lewey. 4 

“There’s a piece in the Post-Dispatch, 
said the smooth-faced youth, “that the 
coppers are goin’ t’ pinch these Deweys. 
We read this up t’ th’ office and the firm 
sent us down to gather ’em up and store 
‘em for safekeepin’ till the scare biows 
over. We got four out 'n th’ wagon now, 
see?’ 

The bartender looked out and saw. Four 
tall Deweys nearly. filled the one-horse 
wagon. Believing that the men were from 
the slot machine company, as they repre- 
sented, the bartenders permitted them to 
carry out the Dewey, which had afforded so 
much sport to patrons. The men drove off, 
and the Dewey hasn't been seen since. 

Mr. Harris says he notified the concern 
that paces the machine in his barroom, 
and they informed him that the men who 
got the machine were swindlers. They im- 
mediately sent a new Dewey to the saloon. 

The slot machine people told Mr. Har- 
ris that they had lost seven or eight ma- 
chines in this way during the week, but 
as each machine its numbered they say 
they will have little trouble in recovering 
all of them. It-is supposed the machines 
were at once shipped out of town by the 
collectors and sold in other cities. 

Dewey slot machines are supplied to sa- 
loons all over the country from the St. 
Louis concern. They cost from $75 to $250. 
There are six slots inviting a nickel, two 
of them marked 10 cents and the others 
# cents, 50 cents, $1 and $2. After the 
nickel is slotted the customer pulls a lever 
and an indicator whirls around a disk. If 
the indicator stops at the right point the 
manipulator stands to win anywhere from 
a dime to $2 in nickels that rattle out in 
a cup at the bottom.

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FORSAKE POLYGAMY. 


WICHITA, Kan., July 52.—Six suicides and 
hundreds of broken hearts is the record of 
one month's slaughter in the Kiowa and 
Comanche Indian reservation. 

The order of the Unite’ States government 
compelling the men of the Kiowa and Co- 
manche tribes to give up all but one wife, 
has caused sorrow and death to invade the 
domestic cireles of their homes, It has 
been more severe than the United. Stateg 
officers dreamed that it would be. It has 
caused more trouble than any order that 
has been issued against the Indiana for 
many years. 

The orders of the interior department, is- 
sued last winter, were explicit on the ques- 
tion of Indians having more than one wile. 
It stated that all redskine must come at 
once to the agency and proceed to account 
for their household. 

The Indians did not obey. The Indian 
agents were lenient, not desiring to pu#a 
such a vital and dewicate subject. The old 
men and the young bucks did not pay any 
heed to the edict, but proceeded to marr 
more squaws and increase their household, 
as has been the custom for years. In some 
of the household there were aS many @s ten 
wémen who had been made wives of the 
head of the house, according to Indian laws. 

Last week the agent of the Kiowas and 
Comanches sent out word that they must 
separate for good or forfeit their rights to 
share in the tribe's Jand and money, soon to 
be distributed pro rata, 

The old men did not like to lose their 
right of land and money, and, much againat 
their will, they were forced to go to the 
agency at Darlington last week and make a 
choice of their wives... In near.y every case 
the old squaws were chosen, 

In the case of Tall Beaver, he chose the 
youngest of his squaws and the other six 
killed themseives because they were not the 
lucky ones. They used a ragor to dea] the 
final blow to thelr hearta. : 

Tall Beaver is very glad that he got rid 
of his squaws, he suid, because they were 
no good to work, and he was fast losing 
hie ote e in consequence thereof. He said 
he did not care If his deserted Wives did 
kill themselves, as it was not his fawt. 
Some of the older men were angry at the 
agent because they had to give up thelr 
wives dnd threaten to sue the United States

PRIEST STOOD GUARD AT THE

The rebuke fell on deaf ears and the per- 
son addressed, without deigning to notice 
the priest's words, hurried to th center 
door and departed.

There was no mistaking Father Fenion's 
earnestness and when he made a similiar 
appeal to a fashionably dressed young 
woman she blushed deeply and, returning 
up the aisle, resumed her seat. 

There are three exits to the church and 
Father Fenlon in nis zeal to have ull of 
his flock remain for the final services Was 
placed at a decided disadvantage. tie mo- 
tioned several persons who were going 
out a side door to return and they obeyed 
Then he moved to the middie aisle where 
perhaps a dozen women were leaving their 
pews. 

“You must go back,” he said, impatiently, 
“and the sound of his voice attracted the 
other communicants. 

At the*same time the priest at the a:tar 
who was preparing for the benediction h-si- 
tated before proceeding. 

About one-half of those who had intended 
to leave, stayed, but their displeasure was 
apparent. | 

A few minutes before the incident oc- 
curred Father Fenlon had insisted that the 
men standing near in the rear of the church 
take seats. Some were in haste to get away 
and objected, but Father Fenlon was ob- 
durate.,

incidents have furnished a 
choice morsel of gossip in St. Bridget’s 
congrezation, though a majority of the 
members uphold their pastor. They assert 
that the benediction is really part of the 
mass and that Catholics who were reluc- 
tant to remain for it should ot go to 
church at all 

Moreover, it is urged in Father Fenlon’s 
behalf that it is a mark of disrespect to 
the solemnity of the mass to have a crowd 
congregate at the door when seats are 
available. 

Father Fenlon has repeatedly announced 
from the altar of St. Bridget’s Church that 
everyone shouid remain for the benediction, 
and he has in no unmeaning words ex- 
pressed himself concerning those who gath- 
er at the door, who, he says, “‘are the last 
to come to church and the first to leave.’’ 

Father Fenlon was appointed to the pas- 
torate of St. Bridget’s Church a Ittle over 
f& year ago. He is popular with a large ma- 
jority of the congregation.

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Rev. Dr. Joseph H. Young, pastor of Cen- 
tenary Methodist Episcopal Church, South, 
is agitating the permanent endowment of 
the famous old church, with the condition 
that its present location at the northwest 
corner of Sixteenth and Pine streets be 
made perpetual. 

The pastor is actuated by ihe theory 
that the downtown masses need real 
churches and real preachers, rather than 
mission establishments planted in the popu- 
lous districts to ease the consciences of 
congregations that have moved into more 
fashionable neighborhoods. 

Centenary Church is perhaps the best 


known of the denomination in America. 
It was founded in 1839, the centennial year 
of the founding of Methodism by John 
Wesley, hence the name Centenary. 
Until 1869 the congregation worshiped in 
an edifice at the southwest corner of 
Broadway and Pine street. Thirty-one 
years ago, when the present structure at 
Sixteenth street was built, many of the 
church members thought that the location 
was too far out. They lived east of the 
church, which was in a region of plank 
walks and vacant lots. 
‘Mrs. Elizabeth Avis, now more than % 
years old,’ is the only survivor of the orig- 
inal membership in 18239. She is now a 
member of St. John’s Methodist “hurch. 
he membership of the Centenary 
Church comprises a number of old and 
prominent business men, among them Mur- 
ray Carleton, George A. Baker, Isaac 
taker and Henry Evans. These gentlemen 
are heartily in favor o? keeping the old 
» Church in its location, and declare that 
they would oppose any movemént to move 
| westward, as all the other Protestant 
churches, excepting Christ Church Cathe- 
dral, have done. 

The Rav. Dr. Young. who has been pas- 

tor for nearly two yeurs, savs that he 
hopes before the close of his pestorate, two 
years hence, tc have the church endowed 
| With about $100,000, which will vield ,suf- 
ficient income to pay two-thirds of the cur- 
rent expenses, so that when the old and 
wealthy members are gene it will be an 
easy matter for the congregation to sup- 
ply the balance. 

“‘Before coming to Centenary.”’ said Dr. 
Young to the Post-Dispatch, “I preached 
to churches in the more fashionabe sections 
ot Louisville and Baltimore. This is mv 
first experience in a downtown church, and 
I am delighted with the opportunities af- 
forded for doing good work. There is so

much need of established churches and 
regular pastors in the crowded city dis- 
trict that 1 am not in sympathy with any 
movement to desert this part of town and 
go to the West End. 

“Here I preach to many young people who 
board in the neighborhood, and who would 
have no church privileges should the church 
move away. The young men who come from 
the country become the substantial business 
men of the city, and it is essential that they 
have religious training. Missions go good 
work, but the downtown residents resent the 
removal of the main congregation and the 
establishment of a mission as a sort of sop 
thrown to them with the idea that it is good 
enough for the masses. They want ~egular 
churches. 

‘There is another view to take of it. Asa 
restraining influence a downtown church is 
invaluable. I dare say that Christ Church 
Cathedral, Father Coffey’s St. John’s Catho- 
lic Church and Centenary Church, here in 
this populous section, are worth more than 
a hundred policemen to the city. The relig- 
ious teachings which the masses receive in 
these churches make many good citizens out 
of persons who otherwise might develop into 
dangerous persons. The people in this sec- 
tion love old Centenary, and the church 
must stay where it is. \ 

“The membership of Centenary is more 
than 1500. My regular congreggfid0s are 
from 1000 to 1500, winter and summer. In the 
West End churches the congregations are 
from 50 to 100 in summer, showing that the 
argument advanced by advocates of moving, 
that the church should follow the «.ember- 
ship westward, does not hold good. Centen- 
ary has the largest membership among Pro- 
testant churches in Missouri. 

“There are former members of Centen- 
ary in nearly every state. I helfeve «hat 
nearly all of them would be glad to con- 
tribute something toward the endowment 
fund, and it is probable that when the 
movement is placed before them they will 
be given an opportunity to show their af- 
fection for the old mother church. 

“We are now making some improvements 
on the building, and later on hope to ex- 
pend from $12,000 to $15,000 on ¢this work. 
We need about $100,000 endowment.”’ 

The church has two Sunday schools each 
Sabbath, one in the morning and one in 
the afternoon. Connected with it are five 
missionary sogieties, an Epworth League 
branch, a Ladies’ Aid Society and a weekly 
prayer meeting with an attendance of about 
0”.

Robert H. Knoll is a dapper young man, 
about 24 years of age. When arrested in 
Springfield early Monday morning he said 
he was a clerk for Druggist ricke at 
Eighteenth and Washington avenue. 

At that place it was said Monday that 
Knoll never worked theze, though he fre- 
quently called there, and that there was lit- 
tle doubt that the man whom Hailman 
tried to kill in Springfield was a Florissant 
avenue pharmacist. 

The people at the Florissant avenue phar- 
macy referred to and at 2806 Locust street, 
refused to discuss the Springfield episode. 
At Knoll’s place it was said he had not re- 
turned; at Hailman’s home it was stated 
that he had come back, but was too tired 
to make any statement.
